Comprehensive Report on Arisona 
Mines Made by Dr. F. L. Ransom for 


the United States Geological Survey. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Dr. F. L. Ransom has 
completed a comprehensive report on 
the geology and ore deposits of the 
Globe copper district of Arizona for 
the United States Geological Survey. 
The region is dissected by a remark- 
able network oof faults, of various 


geologic ages, and the occurrence of 


ores is related to some of the older of 
these fissures. 

The copper ores hitherto mined in 
the district have been oxidised, and 
are consequently free from sulphur, 
but the exploitation of sul- 
phides ore is yet In its infancy. The 
district has produced in the neighbor- 
hood of 120,000,000 pounds of copper. 
The greater part of this output has 
come from the Old Dominion mine, 
which has for years been working large 
bodies of oxidized ore found in lime- 
stone occurring by the side of a strong 
fault.

Conger’s Report on Troubles 
at Chentu—Extensive 
Uprising Feared. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—China is 
on the verge of another Boxer uprising 
which may equal that of 1900, accord- 
ing to mall advices received at the 
State Department from Minister Con- 
ger dated last month. The troubles ap- 
pear to arise principally from extor- 
tlonate taxation, combined with re- 
Sentment against the presence of mis- 
sionaries, thus justifying the judgment 
of the Department of State, which 
pointed out to the powers that the de- 
mand for excessive indemnities would 
result in serious international troubles 
in China. 

Conger’s first advice bears date of 
August 6 from Peking. and he reports 
seriovs anti-foreign riots near Chentu, 
in the province of Sze Chuen, in which 
a number of native Christians had been 
massacred and chapels destroyed. 
Conger appears to rave acted with en- 
ergy upon telegraphic complaints from 
Dr. Canright. an American medical 
missionary at Chentu, not only address- 
ing the Chinese Foreign Office, by !et- 
ter, but calling there in person to im- 
press upon ih» officials the importance 
of immediate and effective action. and 
finally succeeding in causing the re- 
moval of the local Chinese officials who 
had failed te repress the riots and pre- 
serve life and 5. 

Conger incloses with his report the 
communications that passed between 
— — Dr. Canright and the Foreign 


ce. 

Under date of June 20, from Chentu, 
Dr. Canright telegraphed: “Sze Chue 
repeating troubles of 1900. Cha 
burned. Ten Christians kilied. Boxers 
have been multiplying for four months; 
officials taxed.” 

Minister Conger immediately tele- 
graphed Dr. Canright to demand ade- 
quate protection for missionaries, and 
the native Christians from the local 
officials. Ee also addressed a note to 
Prince Ching at the Foreign Office, 
stating that there were several Amer- 
ican missionaries and many chapels 
and converts in Se Chuen, and that it 
was necessary that immediate provis- 
ion be taken to stamp out these 
troubles at their very inception. 

In his answer Prince Ching enclosed 
a copy of the following imperial edict: 

“Some time ago a number of local 
outlaws were banded together in the 
district of Tse Yang and made trouble; 
whereupon I dispatched troops to dis- 
perse them. The leading criminal, Li 
Kang Church, and others were ar- 
rested and executed, but now the mag- 
letrate of the place, Ma Cheng Chi, re- 
ports that at the Tsch Ku Chim, in his 
district, outlaws over a thousand strong 
made a night attack and destroyed a 
church which the British or American 
society had built. The preacher, Chu 
Sheng Wei, and four church members 
were killed. They also burned some 
houses and killed three Christians. I 
sent troops in all haste, and deputed 
besides an official with rank of taotai 
to proceed with braves to attend to this 
matter. 

“Such fires and lawless outbreaks 
should certainly be quickly put down. 
They must on no account be allowed to 
spread. We command Kwei Chun to 
strictly order the troops to disperse the 
rebels and their followers: to seize the 


ing to the rigor of the law and so nip 
the rebellion in the bud. 

“We feel a great pity for the mission- 
ary or preacher and others, w ho, for no 
fault of theirs, have lost their lives, and 
command that adequate relief may be 
at once given. 

“As for Ma Cheng Chi, the magis- 
trate of Tse Yang, who, it is said, has 
not long been in the office, because he 
was remiss in taking precautionary 
measures, we demand that he be re- 
moved from office and that he be given 
a limited time within which to capture 
the criminals. As there may be out- 
laws in other places who rouse the sus- 
picions of the people, spread rumors 
and make trouble, the local authorities 
should be sternly instructed to make 
careful search and put a stop to all 
such things; to take special precau- 
tions as to get rid of bad characters 
and encourage the law abiding peo- 
ple. hey must give reaf protection to 
the chapels and missionaries without 
the least remissness. 

“Besides sending a telegram to the 
Viceroy of Sze Chuen that he should 
at once carry out the imperial will as in 
duty bound, we have reverently copied 
the edict and sent it for Your Excel- 
lency'’s information: 

“With compliments of the season.

Another dispatch from the Foreign 
Office to Minister Conger dated July 3, 
states that the Viceroy reported that 
the missionary killed was a Chinese, 
and that quite a number of leading 
Boxers had been captured and pun- 
ished, and that sharp lookout was be- 
ing kept for those still at large. 

Minister Conger again had occasion 
to address the Foreign Office on July 
30. informing him that Dr. Canright 
had again reported that robberies and 
massacres were occurring dally: that 
all were in great danger, and that he 
had demanded protection in vain. He 
urged the Foreign Office to take more 
effective measures “in order to avoid 
the fearful responsibility of a further 
loss of life and property.” 

The Foreign Office replied that sev- 
eral edicts had been issued directing 
the Viceroy to suppress the troubles. 
It had received a telegram from that 
ofGcoal stating that the rebel Hsiung 
Cheng He, of Jen Chou Heian, made his 
appearance suddenly at the head of a 
mob. and burned a chapel and some 
thirty odd houses early in that moon, 
and also killed a Christian. They also 
committed other outrages, whereupon 
the Viceroy dispatched troops to the 
scene who killed some twenty or more 
people. The leader of the riot wes also 
captured. and orders were given to 
have him beheaded and his head ex- 
pored. 

The rebels at other points were also 
attacked by the government troops 
and routed. Three or four hundred of 
them were killed. The judge of the 
province reported that there was no 
need for the missionaries to seek tem- 
porary refuge.

of February 8. 1842, an. the adminis- 
tration of the fund reverted to the 
Mexican government, to be employed 
by that government in such form and 
manner as it might determine compati- 
ble with the original intention of the 
founders.

WALCOTT AND LIPPINCOTT. 


FOUR FOR RECLAMATION. 
(BY THE ASPOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
FRESNO, Sept. 18.—Chariles D. Wal- 

cott of Washington, D. C., Director 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, and J. B. Lippincott of San Fran- 
cisco, hydrographer of the same de- 
partment, were in this city today on 
business, and were shown about the 
city and orchards and vineyards by 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Walcott is at present making a tour 
of the Western States, in the interests 
of the Reclamation Bureau of the 
survey, which just at present is pre- 
pari for extensive ‘work. He has 
been in Nevada for the past ten days, 
going thence to San Francisco, and 
coming from there directly to Fresno, 
where he arrived yesterday morning. 
Lippincott is here to inspect the plant 
of the water company in the interests 
of the city, in connection with the 
water case now before the Federal 
court in Les Angeles. Walcott has 
been through Fresno before, but has 
never stopped over. He was greatly 
impressed with what he saw here. 

“This is a very fine piece of —— OM 
he said, “and with additional irrigation 
facilities for reclaiming the arid lands, 
it can be made much finer. It is pro- 
posed, as is well known, to da 
reservoir far up in the mountains on 
Kings River, for the storage of water, 
thus guaranteeing a supply of irriga- 
tion during every dry season sufficient 
for the needs of the entire district. 
Lippincott has already made estimates 
of the cost of building such a reservoir, 
and actual work is now needed. 

“The government, of course, does not 
bulld these reservoirs as public institu- 
tions. It merely advances the money 
to those interested in having them 
built. The le im the district in- 
terested in ving such a _ “reservoir 
bullt must first get together and form 
some kind of an association with which 
the bureau can carry on business. The 
money advanced by the bureau is to 
be paid back in ten annual payments 
without interest. To do this, the di- 
rectors of the association can charge, 
as do all irrigation companies, a rate 
for all water used, the consumers pay- 
ing, say, in ten annual payments. Al! 
that is necessary for the of 
Fresno county or this portion of the 
valley to do to get the needed as 
sistance, is to form the association and 
communicate with the reclamation de- 
partment of the Geological Survey.”

HONOLULU, Sept. 12.—{Wired from 
San Francisco, Sept. 18.] The schooner 
Julia E. Whalen has returned from 
Marcus Island, arriving here September 
10, without having accomplished the 
purpose for which she set out. When 
she arrived at Marcus there was a 
force of Japanese marines on shore, 
and they were prepared to resist the 
landing of the Americans. Under the 
circumstances, Capt. Rosehill of the 
Whalen decided not to attempt to land, 
his force being much less than the forte 
of the Japanese, and the Marcus Island 
Guano Company will now make a 
claim against the Japanese government 
for indemnity, basing its claim on the 
alleged title of Rosehil to the island. 

Capt. Rosehill arrived at the island 
the day after the Japanese warship 
Kasagi left. The Kasagi landed sixteen 
armed marines and left them on the 
island to protect the Interests of th» 
Japanese government, being compelle] 
to return home for coal. Her com- 
mander left with Lieut. Akinote, in 
command of the marines, a letter from 
K. Ishii, secretary of the Imperial Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs, addressed to 
Capt. Rosehill, and stating the position 
of the Japanese government in the 
matter. The letter stated at the 
warship had been compelled to leave 
on account of a lack of coal; explained 
that Japan claimed the island by vir- 
tue of occupancy previous to that of 
Rosehill, and expressed a hope that he 
would avoid any conflict and leave the 
controversy to be settled by the Amert- 
can and Japanese governments. 

Capt. Roeehill presented to Lieut. 
Akinote his license under the seal of 
the ment of State, giving him 
the right to occupy the island and re- 
move guano deposits, also a document 
stating that his purpose in visiting the 
island was to examine the deposits and 
secure a scientific appraisement of 
their value. The American captain was 
furnished with a copy of the instruc- 
tions left with the Japanese officer, 
which were to the effect that he was 
to receive the American courteously 
and assist him, if he needed assistance, 
but not to permit a landing unless it 
were necessary for the health of the 
crew, in which in

WALCOTT AND LIPPINCOTT. 


POUR FOR RECLAMATION. 
(BY THE ASPOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
FRESN©, Sept. 18.—Charies D. Wal- 

cott of Washington, D. C., Director 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, and J. B. Lippincott of San Fran- 
claco, hydrographer of the same de- 
partment, were in this city today on 
business, and were shown about the 
city and orchards and vineyards by 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Walcott is at t making a tour 
of the Western States, in the interests 
of the Reclamation Bureau of the 
survey, which just at present K pre- 
paring for extensive ‘work. He has 
been in Nevada for the past ten days, 
going thence to San Francisco, and 
coming from there directly to Fresno, 
where he arrived yesterday morning. 
Lippincott is here to inspect the plant 
of the water company in the interests 
of the city, in connection with the 
water case now before the Federal! 
court in Los Angeles. Walcott has 
been through Fresno before, but has 
never stopped over. He was greatly 
impressed with what he saw here. 

“This is a very fine piece of country,” 
he said, “and with additional irrigation 
facilities for reclaiming the arid lands, 
it can be made much finer. It is pro- 
posed, as is well known, to build a 
reservoir far up in the mountains on 
Kings River, for the storage of water, 
thus guaranteeing a supply of irriga- 
tion during every dry season sufficient 
for the needs of the entire district. 
Lippincott has already made estimates 
of the cost of building such a reservoir, 
and actual work is now needed. 

The government, of course, does not 
bulld these reservoirs as public institu- 
tions. It merely advances the money 
to those interested in having them 
built. The ple in the district in- 
terested in ving such a _ reservoir 
built must first get together and form 
some kind of an association with which 
the bureau can carry on business. The 
money advanced by the bureau is to 
be paid back in ten annual payments 
without interest. To do this, the di- 
rectors of the association can charge, 
as do all irrigation companies, a rate 
for all water used, the consumers pay- 
ing, say, in ten annual payments. Al! 
that ie necessary for the people of 
Fresno county or this portion of the 
valley to do to get the needed as- 
sistance, is to form the association and 
communicate with the reclamation de- 
partment of the Geological Survey.” 


FRENCH WALNUT CROP. 


RFHPORT OF CONSUL TOURGEE. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17.—Albion 
W. Tourgee, United States Consul at 
Bordeaux, France, sends the following 
cable on the condition of the walnut 
crop in his district: 

“The last month has been peculiarly 
favorable for walnuts. The growth has 
been very good, with no falling fruit 
There are now estimates putting the 
yield as high as one-half an ordinary 
crop, and they are expected to be of 
good quality. The yield is very irregu- 
lar, however, through the walnut-bear- 
ing region; in some places almost none, 
and in others quite a yield. This con- 
dition makes estimates unreliable. 
Thus far one-half an ordinary crop is 
the outside estimate. Walnuts are be- 
ing shipped from here to the United 
States at this time, at about 5% cents 
a pound, f.o.b. 

“As to prunes, there is no need to 


modify former reports. There are sim- 
ply none worth considering. A 
dealer who had just made the tour of 
the prune-raising departments, said to 
me yesterday: ‘It is pitiable to see the 
utter barrenness of the prune trees. 
I do not know what the growers of 
prunes are going to do.’ At the 
fame time runes are now being. 
shipped from this port to the United 
States in . ss jars at 18 cents per 
pound, f. o. b. including jars and pack- 
ing charges.”

CAPT. ROSEHILL’S PARTY COULD 
NOT MAKE A LANDING.

Warlike Kasagi Left Sixteen Armed 
Marines to Protect the Alleged Inter- 
ests of the Mikado’s Government. 
Claim of Ex-Queen Liliuckalani Opens 
an Old Question. F 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

HONOLULU, Sept. 12.—{(Wired from 
San Francisco, Sept. 18.) The schooner 
Julia K. Whalen has returned from 
Marcus Island, arrtvirg here September 
10, without having accomplished the 
purpose for which she set out. When 
She arrived at Marcus there was a 
force of Japanese marines on shore, 
and they were prepared to resist the 
landing of the Americans. Under the 
circumstances, Capt. Rosehill of the 
Whalen decided not to attempt to land, 
his force being much less than the force 
of the Japanese, and the Marcus Island 
Guano Company will now make a 
claim against the Japanese government 
for indemnity, basing its claim on the 
alleged title of Rosehill to the island. 

Capt. Rosehill arrived at the island 
the day after the Japanese warship 
Kasagi left. The Kasagi landed sixteen 
armed marines and left them on the 
island to protect the interests of th» 
Japanese government, being compelle! 
to return home for coal. Her com- 
mander left with Lieut. Akinote, in 
command of the marines, a letter from 
K. Ishii, secretary of the Imperial Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs, addressed to 
Capt. Rosehill, and stating the position 
of the Japanese government in the 
matter. The letter stated at the 
warship had been compelled to leave 
on account of a lack of coal; explained 
that Japan claimed the island by vir- 
tue of occupancy previous to that of 
Rowehill, and expressed a hope that he 
would avoid any conflict and leave the 
controversy to be settled by the Amert- 
can and Japanese governments. 

Capt. Rosehill presented to Lieut. 
Akinote his license under the seal of 
the Department of State, giving him 
the right to occupy the island and re- 
move guano deposits, also a document 
stating that his purpose in visiting the 
island was to examine the deposits and 
secure a scientific appraisement of 
their value. The American captain was 
furnished with a copy of the instruc- 
tions left with the Japanese officer, 
which were to the effect that he was 
to receive the American courteously 
and assist him, if he needed assistance, 
but not to permit a landing unless it 
were necessary for the health of the 
crew, in which case five Americans, in 
c of some responsible man, were 
to be allowed on the island. 

Capt. Rosehill made no attempt to 
resist the Japanese, and secured per- 
mission to allow T. F. Sedgewick and 
several others to land, Sedgewick be- 
ing an expert taken for the purpose of 
securing sa@ples of the guano deposits. 
Before they had completed their in- 
vestigations, however, the Japanese 
commander requested them to leave, 
and Rosehill at once left. 

The guano company will make a 
claim on the Japanese government for 
possession of the island, claiming that 
Capt. Rosehill's occupancy was prior to 
that of the Japanese, and will also ask 
for indemnity for the losses of the trip 
of the schooner Whalen to Marcus. 

EX-QUEEN LIL’S CLAIMS.

she values at $20,000,000. 

The Senators composing the commis- 
sion have also listened to a statement 
from Humphreys, in which the Terri- 
torial administration was attacked, and 
Humphreys announced that he would 
present a statement which will contain 
charges ainst the administration.

ET THE TARIFF ALONE. 

There is a great deal of sound 
bene in the time-worn maxim, “Let 
Well noug alone.” This maxim ap- 
pears to be especially applicable to 
the tariff question just now. Under 
the existing tari schedules we have 
geen the nation emerge from one of 
the moet serious commercial and in- 
@ustrial crises in its history into a 
period of unexampled = prosperity. 
Stagnation has everywhere given place 
to activity: depression has been ne- 
ceeded by buoyancy; losses by prof- 
ite; distrust by confidence; despair 
by hopefulness; indebtedness by com- 
fortable credits. 

Shall we not continue so long as 
possible this eminently satisfactory 
state of affairs’ Is it safe. or wise, 
or expedient. to enter upon any line 
of experimentation which may result 
in checking the tide of prosperous 
business which is so greatly benefiting 
the American people’ These benefits 
are flowing. not merely to a few 
among the people, but to all, It rests 
with the people themselves to decide 
whether the conditions which have 
made this wonderful prosperity shall 
be continued, or whether we shail enter 
upon a course of tariff-tinkering which 
may undermine the whole fabric of our 
prosperity. and bring about another 
season of panic, distrust, and bank- 
ruptcy. 

There ought to be no question as 
to what the decision of the American 
people will be on this subject. There 
need be no doubt if every man will 
consider the situation without politi- 
cal bias, and from a business point

ple. If the tariff had not been forced 
to do duty as a political issue in 1892, 
we should not have had the universal 
distress and depression of the suc- 
ceeding years, from 1893 to 1896. 
The McKinley tariff went into effect 
in 1890. Under it the commerce and 


industry of the country experienced 


a thrill of renewed activity, and the 
nation was entering upon a season of 
prosperity comparable to that of the 


present time. Our foreign trade for 


the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, 
broke all previous records, our ex- 
ports alone, for the first time, passing 
the billion-dollar mark. There is not 
much doubt that if the McKinley 
tarifi—which was in most of its es- 
sential features practically identical 
with the present, or Dingley law—had 
been continued in operation as long 
as the present law has been in opera- 
tion, it would have brought to the 
nation an era of prosperity as great 
as that with which we have been +o 
abundantly blessed during the past 
few years. Indications pointed almost 
conclusively to such a result. Pros- 
perity was steadily rising to flond-tide, 
after the comparative stagnation of 
President Cleveland's first term, an! 
the outlook was auspicious. 

But there was an element of uncer- 
tainty in the situation. The cry of 
“tariff! revision” had been ralsed- as 
a political issue—notwithstanding tac 
bright and brightening outlook. Tie 
American people had hardly begun to 
realize the beneficial effects of the Mc- 
They permitted them- 
selves to be deceived by the false cry 
that “the tariff’ breeds monopoly” 
—the same specious and insincere cry 
that the opponents of Republican pol- 
icles are echoing today—and they gave 
into the hands of the Democratic party 
both the legislative and the adminis- 
trative branches of the government. 
That party was pledged to a radical 
revision of the tariff. From the day 
when the result of the election was 
known the industries of the country 
began to decline. We are all unhap- 
pily familiar with the outcome. The 
lesson of the terrible depression and 


loss, from 1893 to the election of Wil- 


liam McKinley and the triumph of 
protection, in 1896. are still vivid in 
the minds of men who have memortes. 

With the election of McKinley. on 
a platform pledged to the restoration 
of tariff protection, began the restora- 
tion of confidence and the revival of 
industry. This was the inception of 
the present era of marvelous prosper- 
‘ty. We have had five years of the 


greatest activity and the most decided 


progress ever known in human history. 
There has been no break in the pros- 
perous conditions, down to the pres- 
ent time. There is no apparent rea- 
son why this season of splendid pros- 
perity should not continue indefinitely, 
if the conditions which have 
chiefly effective in creating and per- 
petuatins it be continued in opera- 
tion. 

The same arguments that were used 
in the campaign of 1892, by the ene- 
mies of protection, are repealed today. 
Those who listen to these arguments, 
and give them weight. cannot, it 
would seem, have very retentive mem- 
Gries. The situation today is very 
much like the situation in 1892.

Shall protectionizts be 
controlled by the demands and ihe 
opinions of tneir opponents’? What 
interests are suffering under the 
Dingley tariff? What schedules are 
oppressive? What wrongs are in- 
flicted? The law as it stands is fur- 
nishing no more revenue than ih* 
government requires. Al indus- 
tries are prospering. Wages are 
higher than ever before. All was 
earners who are willing to work are 
employed. The prices of protected 
products, to the consumer, are not ex. 
cessive—are no higher, in fact. than 
is to be expected on an active market, 
where supply can hardly keep pace 
with demand. 

Why not let well enough alone? 
Why tamper with the conditions of 
prosperity? Why tinker the tariff 
when there is no pressing need for 
it? These questions should be thor- 
oughly pondered by the friends of 
protection, before they allow the 
clamor for tariff? revision (which 
comes chiefly from free traders) to 
get the better of their judgement.

The New York Market from Twenty- 
five to Fifty Cents Weaker on the 


Transactions of the Week.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch] Auction sales in lemons 
this week ended today with offerings 
of 8500 boxes of Palermos and Mes- 
sinas and 600 daes of Maori and Sor- 
rento fruit. The market fell off. and 
the week shows a weaker market by 
50 cents on the 2608 size, and about 25 
cents on the 300 siges. Preference is 
etill being shown for large lemons. 
Maori and Sorrento fru. also. was 
easier at this sale, though early in the 
week a strong market was shown. 
There are very few lemons now afloat 
for thie market, footing up to but 709 
hoxes. These, added to those with- 
drawn from previous auctions, make a 
total of 29.700 boxes. At the wharves 
there are none, ard the trade believes 
there can hardly be much lower figures 
than are now quoted. 

Salen at the stores have not been 
brisk, but fair, considering the supplics 
in sight. During the first half of Sep- 
tember to date receipts from Sicily 
have been about seven thousand boxes 
lees than last season for the same 
period. For the month of September, 
last year, there were 33.250 boxes re- 
ceived, and a possible 28,000 boxes can 
only reach here this season, making a 
shortage of 5250 boxes under last year, 
when prices were much firmer and up 
to $4.25 om extra fancy Palermo stock.

“That is what I mean by educating 
the worms. For instance, as scon as 
the first days hatching is out you place 
over the paper, on which you have 
spread out the eggs, a piece of netting, 
or perforated paper, or something of 
that sort, on this you sprinkle young 
mulberry leaves chopped into fine 
es. 


“The worms will then crawl up 
through the holes so as to feed on the 
leaves. You then lift them off, resting 
on this netting or paper. and put them 
on one of a number of tiers of shelves. 
Each day you put “Over them a new 
piece of netting, or something having 
openings through which the worms can 
crawl up to a new sup of icaves; 
each day, that is, except when the 
worms take a nap. Four times during 
their life of about six weeks they take 
a sleep, each time of twenty-four hours, 

“At first they may not all go to sleep 
at the same time, but you must try to 
pere train them to get together on that 
point. If some of them wake before the 
others do, you must not feed them 
until all are awake. 

“When they are all awake give them 
plenty of food. Alto see that they have 
plenty of air. 

“They are exceedingly accommodat- 
ing when well trained, these little 
worms. They never craw] about unless 
they are not supplied with food. 

“Finally, however, they show signs 
of restlessness, and you may know that 
they are uneasily hunting for a piace 
to spin. Then you take your bundles 
of branches which you have already 
prepared and set these up between the 
sheives where the worms are spread 
out.

coons. As soon as the worms are 
through spinning, the peasants strip 
the cocoons off the fagots and sell them.

©] most fruit and the oblique branches the 
most leaves. As it is leaves they want 
for the eilkworm they lop off the unde- 
sirabie portions of the tree go that it 
becomes in shape like an inverted cone 
or pyramid, the point resting on the 
trunk where the branches begin to 
shoot. 

“Trees are trimmed with mathemati- 
cal precision, so that at the end of three 
years’ growth a tree is a stem with 
twenty-four almost equi-dfstant 
branches. Now, where will you find 
trees thus treated in this country? 

“The peasants with whom I came in 
contact over in Lombardy sold their 
cultures for from $35 to §60 each. This 
is not a great deal, but one must re- 
member that they have little land and 
leas room. 

“This sum was easily earned by the 
more helpless members of the families, 
the children and old people. That is 
why I say it will mean so much to the 
people here in the South. In five or six 
weeks the children, or the women, or 
the old people, can ook more than they 
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could make in any other way. 
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I did so, and had a long talk with Dr. 
L. O. Howard of the-entomologica! di- 
vision. Dr. Howard is in Europe now, 
can and has just visited Lombardy to look 
into thé matter for himseif. I expect 
4 to hear from him almost any day. 

“My appointment followed by visit 
to Washington. My first duties are the 
preparation of two monographs; one 
on silkworm culture, the other on the 
culture of the mulberry tree. These 
will be ready for the printer this fall, 
as they are already nearing completion.

“When I was in Italy I rsuaded 
the Duke to send a thousand trees to 
to be set out upon 
his mother-in-law's plantation near 
Charieston. Without proper attention 
they have, nevertheless, done very\ well. 
‘Beven hundred are alive and ve 
grown much more luxuriantly than 
they do in Italy. Over there a tree 
sometimes grows to be 300 years old, 
and a grafted tree grows to be 100 
years old. 

When I came home I brought some 
of the silkworm seed with me, and 1 
gave small quantities to persons who 
asked for it. But what would you 
have? it isn't seed they need. It is 
knowledge. 

“They don’t know how to take care of 
the seed when they get it. What must 
be done is to establish a college of seri- 
culture where we can have a mode! silk 
farm with Italian peasants to demon- 
strate the practical part of the work 
end experts to teach the scientific side 
m. | of it. ere we can train teachers for 
agricultural colleges as well as teach 
those who want to go into silk culture 
as a practical part of agriculture. 

“I wish that a part of the $10,000,000 
which has been set aside for educa- 
tlonal work in the South, could go to 
a school where people would be taught 
how to make a living and where seri- 
culture would come in for the promi- 
nence it will have, sooner or later, in 
this region. 

“Evidently people all over the coun- 
try are interested in it now,” said Miss 
Kelly, pointing to plles of letters. 
“These have come to me since my ap- 
pointment was made public. 
“Unfortunately, I cannot answer 
them, or I should never get these mon- 
ographs done. When these are printed 
the department will send them to peo- 
ple who are interested.

FOR SENATOR BARD. 
Night of Restlessness Portends — i 


Grave Danger---Change for Better 
Hoped For, Dissolution Feared. 


Senator Bard’s condition 
took a turn for the worse yes- 
terday, and last night those in 
attendance upon him were 
not so sanguine of hie re 
covery as on the previous 
night. 

Today will be the ninth day 
of his illness, and grave fears 
are entertained that disease 
will get the mastery over his 
recuperative powers, and that 
death will come. 

After a restiess afternoon 
and evening he lapsed into a 
sound slumber at II o'clock, 
under the influence of a drug, 
aud it was predicted that he 
would sleep until this morn- 
ing. But the dread crisis 
was expected after his awak- 


ening. 


The marked improvement in Sena- 
tor Bard's condition on Wednesday 
was of short duration. He enjoyed six 
hours of refreshing sleep, without the. 
ald of any sedative Wednesday night, 
and it was hoped that he would be 
greatly benefited by this natural rest. 

But sleep is not all that the dis- 
tinguished patient needs to woo back 
his waning strength. The power of 
his stomach to assimilate nutritious 
food is a very important factor in 
the restoration of his hea!th. 

Up to yesterday the stomach had 
performed its functions well—remark- 
ably well, considering his debilitated 
condition generally. To be sure, he 
has partaken of no food, except liguid 
nourishment, in limited quantity,’ for 
nine days. But that little he wag able 
to digest, and the stomach gave no 
serious trouble before yesterday, when 
gaseous symptoms were manifested, 
and the egg-albumen that had been 
administered no longer seemed to be 
assimilated. This caused — 
of the patient, headache and - 
ing of the heart. 

It had been intended to make & test 
of the typhoid symptoms yesterday, 
but it was deemed best not to dis- 


turb the r rest for any such 
Purpose. If he is infected with any 
typhoid germs, they should be fully 
developed by today, the ninth day .of 
his illness, and the making of the test 
to determine whether typhoid fever 
has set in, was, therefore, deferred. 
The typhoid symptoms were less 
pronounced yesterday; in fact, seemed 
to be disappearing altogether. There 
was no longer any high fever, and for 
the greater part of the day, the pa- 
tient’s temrerature was about normal. 
As the fever subsided, the heart ac- 
tion also lowered, the pulse beat 
dwindling as low as % per minute. 
This was not taken as a favorable 
sign afier the high tension the heart 
been accustomed to for several 
days. Fears of a collapse of the heart 
were entertained, and every precaution 
Was taken to guard against it. 
The sick man's puise was very ir- 
regular throughout the day, and gave 
ness. At 6 a.m. it was 120 and 
temperature 99.6. At 7:45 a.m., pulse,

M ‘DONE WITH TATTOOING. 
— 


[New York un: ] “Tattooing may 
have become the vogue among faddy 
young men and women of distinction 
in society, as I occasionally see noted 
in the newspapers, but it has gone out 
of fashion among the men-o'-war's- 
men, remarked a naval officer at the 
Brooklyn yard the other dey. “For a 
number of years past, in fact, the old- 
timers have been using a certain 
method to get rid of thelr tattoo 
marks. This is the milk-and-tooth- 
pick treatment, and it's about the 


who has a bit of 
tattooing that he wants to get rid of 
simply dips a sharp and hard toothpick 
in milk and jabs away at the mark 
with it. is a 


to let the milk into the flesh. 

“The milk absorbs the ink, and when 
the wound heals, the tattoo mark is no 
longer there. A scar is left, but by 
no means as bad a ecar is left after a 
tattoo mark has been treated by the 
electric needle. 

“In time about every one grows 
weary of his tattoo marks. The young 
officers of my day in the old navy 
nearly all had themselves marked up 
with the bunch of tattooing needles, 
just as the old-time biuejackets did. 
but I think we're all more or less sorry 
for it. 

“The sorriest two people I ever saw 
over tattoo marks were a couple of 
young women, both of them daughters 
of one of the most famous aimirais 
They accompanied 


and while in Japan, in a spirit of mis- 
chief, they both had their cheeks tat- 
tooed a lovely, blushing pink. 

“The job was done by the finest tat- 
tooer in the Empire of Japan, and it 
simply made the young women look 
as if they were essed with the 
charming high color of perfect health. 
Their father, the old admiral, raged 
and stormed over it, but the job was 
done, never to be undone. 

“When the two young women grew 
a bit elderly, still, of rse, preserv- 
ing the peachy color * their cheeks, 
their women friends accused them, 
naturally enough, and behind their 
backs, course, of using rouge. 
have heard both of them, after they 
had become mothers of families, bit- 
terly bewail their foolishness in hav- 
ing had that extraordinary bit of tat- 
tooing performed on their counte- 
nances. 

“There was a funny tattoo inci- 
dent on board the ship to which I 
was attached on the Mediterranean 
station about a dozen years ago. The 
executive officer of the ship—of course, 
you know that the executive officer, or 
‘first luff,’ as the biuejackets call him, 
is, next to the skipper, the biggest 
man on board a man-o'-war—was per- 
haps the quietest and most reserved 
man in the American navy.

“One day, soon after joining the 
ship, the young ensign began at the 
mess table to dilate on the subject of 
tattooing. He abhorred tattooing, it 
seemed. He had noticed that a large 
percentage of our ship's company for- 
ward were tattooed and it pained him. 

“‘It's a barbarous, silly, disgusting 
practice,” said the youlng man, “and 
there ought to be a regulation provid- 
ing for the severest punishment to be 
meted out upon any man, fore or aft. 
who permits himeelf to be tattooed. An 
officer who allows himself to be tat- 
tooed ought to be dismissed the rerv- 
ice.’

A third ordeal was still to be faced, 
and another offer which woud have 
assured me a competence and a degree 
of prestige was to be decilned.

on large significance and I marvel that 
I was able to make my little decisions 
with such a cheerful heart; most of all 
accept with such good grace the re- 
buffs they brought upon me.

STANDS FOR SIMPLICITY.. 

Bo it came to pass that I went my 
way and dd my work according to my 
lights, clinging to my beloved Shake- 
spearean heroines, playing them as 
simply and naturally as I could, and 
thereby contributing, I like to think, 
something of the significance to the art 
of acting as it is understood in this, my 
adopted country. If I have, even in a 
slight degree, enforced my ideas of the 
value of simplicity of treatment, it is 

ause I steadfastly declined to be- 
come a stock actress and a player 
whose interpretations would have been 
more or less shaped by managerial! tra- 
ditions. The battle was long and some- 
times hard, but it was eminently worth 
while. I wanted to convince people 
that in acting the plays of Shakespeare 
we shall not go far wrong if we let the 
lines have the center of the stage and 
allow them to betray the poet's mean- 
ings. We cannot help them by a mul- 
titude of gestures nor by the employ- 
ment of intricate by-play. The best we 
can do, and all we safely cari try to do, 
is to ald him by tenderness or impres- 
siveness of voice, and by allowing 
something of his beauty and power to 
suffuse our eyes and illumine our coun- 
tenances. 
SHAKESPEARES WOMEN HUMAN. 

The first speaking part I ever played 
was a Shakespearean part, the little 
role of Balthazar, Romeo's page, in 
“Romeo and Juliet.“ and if my name 
shall linger at all in the annals of the 
stage it will be not for my Mary 
Tudors and Valeskas and Collnettes— 
popular with the multitude as those 
characterizations were—but because 1 
tried to interpret in a human, wom- 
anly, simple way Juliet, Viola, Rosa- 
lind, Imogene and Beatrice. 

People began to see that the more of 
humanness and simpicity there was 
brought to bear in the acting of these 
wonderful women the more eloquent 
and convincing they became. 

And so something was gained for 
the honest art of the siage, that art 
which so often is debauched and cheap- 
ened by the meretricious elaboration of 
a grand and simple theme. 

REGRETS STAGE CAREER. 
Always it is easy for us, looking back 
on our life decisions in the light of our 
experiences, to realize how much wiser, 
saner decisions we might have made. 
Could 1 have an opportunity once more 
to define my purposes and give direc- 
tion to my ambitions the issue of the 
matter would be something very differ- 
ent from what it has been. It would 
have nothing to do with the stage. I 
am far from decrying art as a thank- 
less or an unkind mistress. She spurs 
us on to a measure of achievement in 
spite of ourselves sometimes and her 
rewards are sweet. But she denics us 
the one thing in life that I have come 
to believe is best worth while, a strong 
personal influence exerted within a 
small circle, benefiting a few, and these 
few supremely. 

And so if I had the great decision to 
make again—and knew what I know— 
it would be for those things which 
should cast my life in more peaceful 
walks and surround me with a family

He thinks the rare variety is 
Mable to become extinct and wishes to 
Preserve samples of the last flowering 
he knows of. The plant was discov- 
ered by Dr. Parrish of San Bernardino. 
It belongs ‘to the nerennial division of 
the Helianthus and has a yellow disc 
or center.

Worlds of Tomatoes. 


A trip across the country from Gar- 
vanza to the Cahuenga Valley, via 
Glendale reveals enough tomato plants 
to supply the world if this vegetable 
were not so popular. In many of the 
fields the young plants are wrapned 
with white paper to protect the stems 
from the sun and dry airs. Plants 
just set out in September? Win not 
the bleak winds and incipient frosts 
kil] these tenderest of all native ven- 
etables. Not in the region of the Fagie 
Rock. Glendale or the Cahnenga—un- 
leas it be too far down in the lowlands 
thereof. This fall the tamato industry 
is unusually active, some of the flelds 
being twenty ot thirty acres in extent. 
If some preternatural force could 
smite the rocks along these salubrious 
foothills and make a thousand barrels 
of water flow where one “flew” be- 
fore, the sunny slopes from Paradena 
to the sea could supply the whole 
country with winter vegetables. 


Poison Out. 

The watermelon patthes adjacent to 
Los Angeles often carry the sign 
“poison out” to deter the prowling boy 
from sampling the melons. In most 
cases it is perhaps a bluff. but 1 re- 
centiy saw the force of doing some- 
thing to discourage the destructive 
tendencies of the boy.

The disease is appar- 
ently transmitted by propagation 


{from stock already infected, though 


the fungus may attack the plant in 17 
adult stage, even if the slip is perfectiy 
healthy. Of this, however, there is 
some doubt, as this variety of rose is 
, often killed when fuly grown by the 
hot sun. It is hoped the experts may 
find a remedy for this rose disease, but 
it must be admitted that pear blight, 
wainut bacteriosis, the Anahetm vine 
disease and a few other bacterial mala- 
dies are as puzzling today as they 
were when their ravages were firat 
noticed. 

Since the abéve was written a resi- 
dent of Alhambra inquires for a rem- 
edy that may save a fine hedge of 
Bride roses. It was formerly the pride 
lof its owner, but began dying at one 


malady steadily taking every plaft in 
its course toward the other end of the 
hedge. The owner was advised to cut 
out all the diseased roses, and a few 
healthy ones, thus cutting off the in- 
fection and possibly saving a portion 
of the lot. There is no known remedy 
for the rose disease, except to propa- 
gate from stock known to be free from 


nfection. 


About Griffith’s Park. 

Concerning the controversy between 
members of the City Council of Los 
Angeles and G. J. Griffith concerning 
the land donated by Mr. Griffith to the 
city, the editor of this department 
‘wishes to have little to say. But there 
is one feature of the case now under 
discussion that probably comes within 
the ken of this collection of notes. 
Many persons think that the land so 
generously donated for park purposes 
is a track of unattractive, barren hills, 
useless for agricultural purposes, and 
consequently a questionable gift for 
the city to receive. Such a view of the 
worth of the tract is the extreme re- 
verse of the truth. It is doubtful if such 
another wealth of hillside, oak and 
eafion exists in all Southern Califor- 
nia. The tract abounds in ideal fea- 
tures of a natural park. Oaks there are 
spanning 100 feet in diameter of fo- 
Hage, gorges redundant with fern, 
bramble and forest trees; views equal 
to any within reach of the city, and 
mazes of underbrush and forest unex- 
celled. The public does not know the 
beauty ror the future value this land 
has for the city of Los Angeles. With 
the expenditure of a few thousand doi- 
lars for roadways the most captivat- 
ing bit of scenery south of the Te- 
hachepi would be opened to the public.

system that pays such large dividends, He Needs Informaticn. 


The following dispatch from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., contains about as much 
ridiculous information to the square 
inch as I have seen in a decade. Notice 
particularly the statement about the 
white fly in California and the elec- 
tric fan that spouts oil: 

Prof., Wilton Cook, entomology de- 
partment in the University of Birming- 
ham, Eng., has come to Florida to ex- 
periment on the extermination of the 
white fly pest in the Florida orange 
groves. Prof. Cook is an expert in the 
diseases of plants caused by insects, 
and is particularly interested in the 
white fly pest, which has for many 
years worked so much dama to the 
annual orange crops of both Florida 
and California. 

In order, therefore, to make a thor- 
ough practical study of the pest, Prof. 
Cook will visit the orange-growing dis- 
tricts of these two sections. In speaking 
of his mission, Prof. Cook said: 

“I will first make new experiments 
in destroying the white fly pest, and 
examine the spraying and other meth- 
ods the orange growers employ in kill- 
ing the fly. will then go to Califor- 
nia and derive what benefit can be had 
from a comparative study of the orange 
tree diseases in both countries. I vis- 
ited Florida four years ago and saw 
the evidences of the rapid recuperation 
of the groves from the great freeze. 

“While in the South and West I hops 
to try new experiments in applying 
gas fumigation and crude petroleum 
methods, as well as an entirely new 
method which was tried in Italy a few 
months ago, and which proved highly 
successful. 

This method is carried out by means 
of a large number of electric revolving 
fans scattered throughout the orange 
grove, and which at the same time 
spout out petroleum like a fountain at 
intervals from small tanks alongside 
the fans. 

“It is a rather expensive method for 
the average orange grower to use just 
yet, but in time it will, no doubt, be- 
come cheaper as it ts improved upon. 
At present one of 500 fans can be fitted 
up for about 31000. 


THE FRUIT FARM. 
Better Fruit Needed. 


One of the unsolvable problems in 
Southern California is the neglect of 
deciduous fruit orchards by their own- 
ers. There is not a dryer of fruit in 
Southern California but is offered a 
vast amount of fruit of so low a grade 
that it is practically valueless. If this 
condition existed in orchards in any 
other State, the people of California 
seeing it would declare that the Frou 
ers ought to come to California to 
learn how to manage their orchards. 
But among growers who cannot but 
Know how the orange industry has 
been bullt up by that genius which is 


the facuity for taking pains, it seems 
Strange that orchards should be 80 
woelfuliy neglected, as even the major- 
ity of deciduous-fruit orchards of 
Southern California are. There is an 


of the best, and of the ordinary peaches 
and apricots, and there is no reason 
why any grower shou!d not bring his 
fruit to the standard of the best. 
Pruning and thinning. cultivation and 
irrigation, these are the secret processas 
for producing high-grade fruit. It is 
no argument to say that it does not 
pay to take good care of deciduous or- 
chards, for it certainly does not pay 
to neglect them. If the varieties are 
not good, they ought to be dug up and 
something better planted. If they are 
of good variety.

The Largest Orchard. 

“The largest orchard In the world to- 
day is in the Ozark Mountains. It 
has 2200 acres planted in fruit trees. 
My company has purchased 5000 acres 
near Lebanon, Mo. We will plant 
every acre of it with fruit trees. When 
the apple trees are all bearing—which 
will be about six years from now—we 
wil) have the largest orchard in the 
world.” 

“Do you not expect to receive any 
returns from your. investment before 
six years have passed was asked. 

“Yes, we will plant 250 acres in 
peach trees. Those will yield within 
about three years, if the seasons are 
favorable. The peach crop is not 
so sure as the apple crop, and that 
is why we have decided to plant 
most of the 5000 acres in apple trees. 


While the apple trees are growing—- 


that is, during the next three or four 
years—wWe will plant small fruits and 
grain between the rows of apple trees. 
By that plan our big farm will yield 
a good revenue before we gather the 
first crop of applies.” : 

Mr. Carroll said the 5000 acres that 
will be converted into an apple or- 
chard are now covered with wild forest 
trees. 

“We have let the contract for clear- 
ing the land. continued Mr. Carroll. 
“Horticulturists have found that land 
that is productive of good timber is 
alto good for fruit trees. Whenever 
you see healthy virgin forest that is 
an indication that the sol! and drain- 

e will produce good crops of fruit. 

e intend to plant fifty trees to the 
acre. Only Jonathan and Ben Davis 
trees will be planted. Most of the 
orchards in Southern Missouri have 
trees planted sixty to the acre.

Paying $3 for Apples. 

Reports of paras at stiff prices in 
the western New York apple orchards 
have reached the Guide this week. 
Heavy purchases on a basis of prices 
ranging from 2.0 to $3 have been 
— and one large Philadelphia oper- 
ator is said to have purchased 29. 
barrels at the latter figure. Conserva- 
tive New York apple men look aghast 
at these prices, and assert that with 
the apple market in its present state 
such operations are in the nature of 
a gigantic gamble, as the crop is un- 
doubtedly, in spite of what the bears 
may say, a large one, and buying ap- 

les at high prices to put in cold store 
or a future rise in the market, a most 

rilous enterprise. The Guide has no 
ntention of trying to teach apple buy- 
ers and operators their own business. 
But it does insist that the experiences 
of the past two or three seasons should 
inculcate caution and conservatism in 
apple buying. Only a few weeks ago 
it laid it down as a fundamental prin- 
ciple of common-sense business dealing 
that a man should buy no commodity 
or product at a price which forbids him 
coming out with a whole ekin if he 
wants to dispose of them within thirty 
days after purchase. Surely that is a 
principle not to be denied. Is there 
any chance of a man who buys $3 ap- 
ples today being able to dispose of them 
within the next thirty, or even the next 
sixty days, and get an “even break?’ 
We rather fancy not. Such purchasing 
is a speeulation, pure and simple, and 
all the Guide can do is to wish these 
bold speculators the best of good ‘uck, 
even deprecating, as it docs, their tac- 
tles as prejudicial to the best and 
basic interests of the apple trade.— 
Fruitman's Guide. 


THE FARM. 
Joining the Canucks. 

It is reported that 19.570 persons from 
the United States took up homesteads 
in Manitoba and the northern Terri- 
tories of the Canadian Dominion during 
the year ending June 30. 1902. The 
cheapness of the Canadian lands, which 
could be purchased at $3 per acre in 
1906, has helped to boom this movement, 
although prices now have been ad- 
vanced to $7 or $8 per acre. Wheat and 
flour are claimed to be produced at as 
low or lower cost there as in Minne- 
sota or the Dakotas, and they only 
need the abolition of duties to supply 
our markets. But while this increase 
of emigration from the United States 
to Canada really means about five per- 
sons to each homestead taken up, it 
does not mean an Influx of Americans 
into that country. We have little 
doubt that three-fourths of them or 
more are of the German and Scandina- 
viahs who have been in the Northwest- 
ern States, and while they are good cit- 
izens whom we should like to retain, 
they have not proven the best of farm- 
ers at diversified farming, though they 
are able to grow good crops or grain. 
We are not worrying so much about 
the loss of some as of the advent of 
twice their number who will come to 
fill their places. We could spare twice 
that number to Canada each year, and 
then have a few left.—[American Cul- 
tivator. 


Cultivation of Rice. 

Rice in Asia is what wheat and corn 
are in America. There are more peo- 
ple in the world that use rice as a prin- 
cipal food than there are that use 
wheat. 

For many centuries rice has been pro- 
duced in China, Japan, Egypt and 
other oriental countries, and during 
those centuries there has been little 
or no progress made in the methods of 
its cultivation and harvesting. The 
same old methods have been in vogue 
until of late years when the introduc- 
tien of rice culture into the United 
States has developed modern methods 
of cultivating and harvesting that has 

laced this branch of agriculture with- 
n the reach of intelligent men who are 
not willing to work for a mere pittance. 
Cheap labor, therefore, has been dis- 
carded., The American rice fleids and 
the twihe binder harvesters have suc- 
ceeded the sickle, while modern meth- 
ods of cultivating the crop go along 
with the modern methods of harvesting 
and the grain is then made clean and 
ready for the market by modern mills 
that succeed the old-fashioned methods, 

Today the reapers of the twine binder 
varieties are used to harvest the crop 
instead of the sickle. 

Today improved modern machinery is 
used to remove the hull and polish the 
grain instead of having that work done 
in the old-fashioned, slow way. 

Rice has been grown in the Carolinas 
for many years, but it is only during 
the past two decades that long sirides 
have been taken to place rice culture 
on a permanent paying basis in Louis- 
jana and Texas. 

In 1884 the rice crop of Louisiana 
could all be carried to market in 250 
cars. At the present time the crop fills 
from 7009 to 16,000 cars annually, which 
is ten times the crop raised in the Caro- 
linas. 

Today rice is sown like wheat or bar- 
ley, instead of transplanted in water 


There are in Louisiana today 4500 
twine binders in use exclusively in the 
rice fields of that State.—[{Enterprise.

Cream Separating on the Farm. 

Considerable discussion is taking 
place in the dairy papers as to the ad- 
vantages and disaavantages that will 
follow the practice (it it is adopted) of 
separating cream th t is to be detiv- 
ered to creameries, by hand separator 
on the farm Those who advocate the 
custom point out the advantages that 
will follow the retaining of the sweet 
skim milk on the farm for the feeding 
of calves and pias.

An- 
other thing the creamery managers 
fear is that the farmer sep rating his 
own cream will not deliver it more than 
twice a week, and that most of them 
have not facilities to retain the cream 
in proper condition for delivery to the

The Art of Milking. 


The care of milk does not commenee 
when it is first taken from the cow, 
but with the cows themselves. In order 
to have pure milk it is necessary to 
have the cows perfectly contented and 
in good health. They should not be al- 
lowed to be worried by dogs or chi!- 
dren, as it will affect the condition of 
their milk. They should have abun- 
dance of good food, and free access to 
salt. and plenty of good water within 
their reach at all times. Care must be 
taken to see that they get no food or 
impure weter that would taint their 
milk in any way. Turnips or rape 
should never be fed to milch cows. 

Milking should be done at the same 
hour morning and evening. and by the 
same persons, if possible. The milking 
should be done in a good, clean yard or 
stable, where there are no foul odors 
that would taint the milk. Noise of 
any kind should not be allowed in the 
milk yard o retable that would have a 
tendency to excite the cows. Before the 
pall is put under the cow all dirt and 
dust that might fall in the pail should 
be brushed off her udder and body. If 
it cannot be brushed clean, her udder 
should be washed with warm water 
and then wiped dry. 

Only tin pails should be used for 
milk. The milking should be done with 
dry hands. 

Milk should always be strained as 
soon as the milking is done, and then 
well sired, either by means of a good 
aerator or by dipping or pouring in 
such a manner as to expose it freely to 
the alr. Care must be taken to do this 
in a pure atmosphere. If not, it will do 
the milk mere harm than Milk is 
not prever.ted from turning sour by 
aeration, unless the atmosphere is cool 
enough to lower the temperature of the 
milk. It is therefore very necesrary 
in hot weather to cool the milk to about 
65 or 70 deg. Fahr. This may be done 
by meons of a tin cooler, filled with ice 
cold water, being placed in the can of 


milk. When the water becomes warm 
it should be changed again, as it is 
more of an injury than benefit to the 
milk when it mes the same tem- 

rature. Milk will keep better 

n small quantities than in one leorge 
can. Milk should be protected from 
sun and rain. morning's milk 
2 never be mixed with the night's 

The care of cans, pails, te., is also 
very important. I believe there is a 

t amount of milk soured and 
tainted by the utensils not being prop- 
erly washed. Ai! utensils used for milk 
should be first washed with warm 
water, then thoroughly woshed with 
hot water. then scalded with boiling 
water and left to air until again needed 
for the milk. I prefer a brush instead 
of a cloth for washing with, as it gets 
Into the seams better and is leas liable 
to retain bad germs which might taint 
the milk.

Live-stock Notes. 

When we were a it was t t 
almost disgraceful for a farmer to kill 
a hog that weighed less than four hun- 
dred pounds, and the man who got one 
up to six hundred pounds or more was 
the champion of the neighborhood. It 
ie true that the first had to be kept 

fed about eighteen months, and 
the other perhaps three years, and it 
would be hard to estimate the amount 
of skim milk ard corn and corn meal 
their growth required, but in the light 
of our present experience we are much 
of the opinion cf the old German who 
said the corn costs more as the pork.”

But later on, when the corn 
must be barght and paid for with 8001 
money. people began to compare the 
price of it with the value of the pork, 
and they learned that the breeds of 
hogs wanted were such as would fat- 
ten at about six months old and make 
good pork when they would dress 175 or 
200 pounds. And then they found that 
instead of a bushel of corn making ten 
poun‘s of pork, which used to be 
thought a very extravagant ‘statement 
when we were young, it really could be 
so used with milk and green food as to 
make twelve to fifteen pounds of pork. 
And thev learned also that the pork 
from such young hogs was much su- 
perior to that from the older and larger 
ones. It may be possible to convince 
some of those who grow pork to sell 
that they will do well to change breeds 
again to what is styled the “bacon 
hog. but those who grow it for home 
use will not accept this idea unless 
they are like the old sailor, who 
wanted the “salt junk” he was used to 
when on a long voyage, because he 
wanted something that he could chaw 
on. [American Cultivator. 


Stock- feeding Problem. 

The practicability of the utilization 
of corn fodder as a cheap substitute 
for timethy hay in the feeding of stock 
is clearly demonstrated by the follow- 
ing article by Prof. H. J. Waters, di- 
rector of the Missouri Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, contributed exclu- 
sively io the Globe-Democrat: 

A CHEAP SUBSTITUTE FOR TIM- 
OTHY. 

It is probable that the most stupen- 
dous waste occurring on the American 
farm today is that of the corn-fodder 
crop. We have so long considered the 
corn plant as valuable only or chiefly 
for the grain that this waste has be- 
come commonplace. 

When we consider, however, that 
something like 90,000,000 tons of corn 
fodder are annvally produced on the 
80,000, 00 to 90,000,000 acres normally 
planted to corn in the United States, 
and that this fodder is largely wasted 
in the corn belt of the Middle West, 
where about 7§ per cent. of the corn 
and more than this proportion of the 
fodder is grown, the magnitude of the 
loss is apparent. The enormity of this 
annual loss will be further emphasized 
when we realize that the normal hay 
crop of the United States is estimated 
to de about 65,000,000 tons, with an av- 
erage cash value on the farm of $509,- 
000,000. This hay ¢rop is grown for the 
sole purpose of supplying roughness 
for our live stock, and a large propor- 
tion of it unfortunately is timothy. 
While the fodder is carefully saved 
and fed in the more densely-populated 
States of the East, it is neverthelers 
true that in the great corn belt of the 
Middle West there is a prodigious and 
profligate waste of this food stuff. In 
this same section valuable land is an- 
nually used for the production of tim- 
othy hay on every farm, to be used for 
roughness, and acres of fodder are al- 
lowed to go to waste. 

It is safe to estimate that something 
like 7,000,900 tons of corn fodder are 
grown in Missouri in the average year. 
Certainly 3,500,000 tons, or one- Ralf of 
all that is produced, is allowed two 
waste. The average hay crop of the 
State is estimated to be but little more 
than 3,000,000 tons, and is considered to 
be worth to the farmer over $20,000,000. 
Much more than half of the hay is 
timothy, millet and sorghum—materta!s 
that supply the same class of nutrients 


der—and as will be shown by expert- 
ments this corn fodder may be used as 
a complete substitute for timothy and 
similar hayes in cattle feeding, at least.

Preservation of Eggs. 
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tion of eggs. Some urge that the newly- 
laid egg should be kept dry, and others 
that it should be kept moist, or even 
immersed in a fluid. Of course, by et- 
fectually sealing the pores of a shell 
as with. wax or grease, the moment 
the egg is laid, no difference in weight 
by the loss of moisture can occur, and 
it is unlikely that anything can enter 
the egg from the outside. There 
little doubt that the change from 4 
fresh to a stale condition is partly a 
question of the loss of moisture, and 
pertly a disturbance of equilibrium by 
external agencies. 
The simple method described by Str 
W. T. Galrdner, 
would appear to establish this view. 
The method consists merely in greas- 
ing the eggs the moment they are laid 
and before they have cooled. This 


procedure is so successful that eggs so. 


treated are said to be as fresh to the 
taste, when weeks and even months 
old, as they are when eaten an hour 
afcer being laid. It is also suggested 
to immerre eggs in a strong soiution 
of silicate of soda or water glas. 

In this case, the preservative effect 
is probably due to the formation of a 
hard giassy silicate of lime within the 
substance of the shell, forming, 0 
to speak, a perfect air-tight envelope 
of glass. e egg is in a way her- 
metically sealed. This, however, is no 
argument in faver of wet storage, and 
even by the silicating process we 
imagine that the absolutely newly-laid 
warm egg must be selected for the pur- 
pose It is well known, further, that 
water glass posseszes a powerful anti- 
septic action. Eggs treated in this 
way are said to preserve their fresh, 
milky taste for six months, and to be 
indistinguishable from the egg taken 
straight from the nest. Eggs. of 
course, merely submerged in water 
would probably get stale more quickly 
than when kept under dry conditions. 
The question of the effectua! preserva- 
tion of eggs is of the utmost § impor- 
tance, and one which. British producers 
have persistently ignored, an inexplica- 
ble attitude by which much valuable 
food is wasted, and a source of profit 
thrown away.—[London Lancet.

Practical Poultry Points. 

It was our usual custom to feed the 
dried beef scraps in the warm mash in 
the morning, scalding it with the grain, 
but we are not sure that it was the 
best way. Sometimes, when hurried 
about other work, we gave the fowl 
whole grain in the morning, instead of 
the mash. and put the beef scraps in 
a box for them to eat as they would, 
the same as we did the oyster shells 
and grit. We did not see that this 
injured the fowl, or reduced the num- 
ber of eggs; but we thought the fowls 
ate more of the beef scraps than they 
had been having in the mash, which 
might have been an indication to us 
that they were not satisfied with the 
amount we had been giving them. But 
we were brought up with the idea that 
hens needed a warm mash in the morn- 
ing, anyway. and thought we were 
wiser than our neighbors, because we 
gave them beef scrap and oyster shells 
in winter. and we gave little thought 
to the amount they might need. We 
kept oyster or clam shells where they 
could pick them as they pleased, and 
for many years gave them a free run 
on the farm, to get what worms and 
insects they could in summer, and 
knew little or nothing about balanced 
rations or proportions of grain food 
and meat required when we kept them 
in yards. We are sure now that a 
little more knowledge of that sort 
would have been of much benefit to us. 
We are also coubdtful now If the morn- 
ing meal should be a warm mash the 
year through, especially where some 
one will not either prepare it the night 
be fre, and keep it Warm until morning 
by placing it near the kitchen stove 
and covering ft. to keep it warm all 
night by retaining the steam, or get 
up early enough to have it warm 
enough and cool enough for them to 
eat about as soon as they come from 
the roost. The latter was our usual 
method.—[American Cultivator. 

THE APIARY. 
Mulberries for Bees. 

All through the West there are an 
immense am®unt of Russian mulber- 
rier. These are seedlings. In form 
they vary from a bush to a fine, larg: 
tree, and in fruit some are small and 
worthiess, while others are large and 
luscious. Sometimes you willl find 
some exceedingly rich white ones, with 
honey sweetness. It is «4 little uncer- 
tain propogating from cuttings unless 
you rst give bettem heat to callous 
them before planting. 

The best method ig to graft scions 
of best trees on yearling roots, just as 
you would apple grafts fer the nur- 
sery. A good root makes a coupie of 
grafts, and this gives the tree a good 
Start. I often have them grow four 
to five feet the firet year. A. II. Griesa, 
noted horticulturist of Lawrence, 
Kan., is sending out the Kansas ever- 
bearing mulberry. selected from a ot 
of Russian seedlings.

Game Animal to Be Exterminated and 
Sheep Raised for Profit—Promiscuous 


LY Nie stomach cravei more 


Shooting Causes Heavy Loss— Hotel 
Closes for Repairs. 


AVALON, Sept. 18.—The edict has 
gone forth from the Santa Catalina 
Island Company that there shall be no 
shooting on the island henceforth. For 
some days, F. H. Lowe, Hancock Ban- 
nig and the superintendent of the Ban- 
ning Wool Company, have been mak- 
ing a personal inspection of the island 
from the saddie, and are making a 
study of the industry of wool grow- 
ing for profit, and they have come to 
the conclusion that goat raising for 
the purpose of sport and remunerative 
sheep raising cannot be successfully 
carried on the same territory. The 
first Clash is with unprin- 
cipled hunters, who shoot at anything 
alive, whether sheep or goat. The in- 
spectors found evidence all over the 
land that sheep have been ruthlessly 
shot down in large numbers, presuma- 
biy by hunters, with no other object 
than to kill something, for the car- 
dasses were left where they fell. The 
next count is that the shooting at the 
goats and the chasing of the bands 
have made the sheep as wild as the 
goats, and it is utterly impossible to 
round the sheep up at shearing time. 
In former times any sort of a brush 
fence would serve to turn the sheep, 
but now a brush fence is no obstruc- 
tion to them. and they sai] right over 
or through it. 

The sheep industry was formerly one 
of profit on the island, and it is the 
aim of the company to make it so 
again. They will start a campaign of 
extermination against the goats as 
one of the first steps. A goat is worth 
on an average 30 cents, as that is what 
his pelt will bring in market. A sheep 
is worth $1 a year for its fleece and $2 
or $2.50 for mutton, or each sheep has 
an average value of $% to the com- 
pany as against the goat's value of 30 
cents. The goat shooting of the isi- 
and has been something of an attrac- 
tiog to many visitors, but the ledger 
account says the goat must go. 

The only part of the island where 
shooting will be permitted is at the 
east end from the fence easterly of 
the town of Avalon to the end of the 
island at Seal Rocks. No one will be 
allowed to land on any other portion 
of the island with firearms, and guards 
will be stationed at intervals about the 
Island ‘to enforce the order.

: TRACTION HUSTLING. 

The new Traction line has reached 
Beacon street, and it is thought that 
the tracks will all be laid within the 
next week or so. The work was de- 
layed some time ago on account of the 
steel strikes in the East, and the ina- 
bility of the company to secure rails, 
but now that difficulty has been over- 
come and the work is being pushed 
rapidiy. Four or five carloads of rails 
have been received here and distrib- 
uted along the roadways outlined for 
the new system. A force is grading 
the track on Beacon street. 

The wires have been strung all the 
way from Los Angeles to within a few 
miles of this city. It is understood 
that the Traction company proposes to 
have the new system in operation 
about October 1, but whether the road- 
bed will be completed by that time is 
doubtful.

AT SANTA MONICA. 


TRUSTEES ACT FAVORABLY ON 
FRANCHISE APPLICATION. 
—— 

Committee of the Whole Recommends 
Granting of Privileges to Electric 


Railway—Stores to Close Early—Pres- 
byterian Ladies’ Lawn Fete. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 18.—The 
| Traction Electric Rallway Company 
will be granted all necessary fran- 
chises to construct an electric line 
through Santa Monica and Ocean 
Park. This important decision was 
practically made today by the Board 
of City Trustees, in session as a com- 
mittee of the whole. The matter has 
been in the air for many weeks, and 
has been the subject of much discus- 
sion among citizens and officials. Pub- 
lic sentiment seemed strongly in favor 
of allowing the competing line to en- 
ter the city, and today’s action was in 
accordance with the general desire. 

The application made by W. 8. Hook 
of Los Angeles for the privilege of 
opePating an electric line on certain 
public thoroughfares here and in 
Ocean Park, contained a cash offer of 
$3000 and-‘electric current for twelve 
are lights along the right of way. The 
discussion of the application by the 
Trustees was extended and compre- 
hensive. Mayor Dudley reviewed the 
proffers of the Traction people, and 
declared that under such conditions he 
was in favor of granting the applica- 
tion. Mr. Morgan stated he Was in 
favor of allowing the privileges, and 
that he believed njnety-nine out of 
every hundred citizens were in favor 
of securing the Traction road. 

Finally the committee unanimously 
adopted a report recommending favor- 
able action on the application. A sec- 
ond application, asking for the privi- 
lege of terminating a road at Strand 
street, was referred back to the board 
without recommendation. A motion 
was carried instructing the Town At- 
torney to prepare a written opinion 
on the right of the board to grant the 
privilege asked, to be presented at the 
next meeting.
